not with the eye, but with the brain. 
The eye only serves to receive the im- 
age of the optic nerve and transmit it 
to the seat of perception. 


Blind people form through the sense 


of touch a very exact idea of the exter- 
nal conformation of objects. If a man 
were deprived of his eyes any one of 
his organs could make up for the de- 
ficiency. Certain of the lower animals 
have no organ "of vision. In their case 
it is the whole of the body which per- 
ceives light. If, therefore an image 
can be transmitted to the brain with- 
out the help of eyes a blind man could 
have a sense of perception as clearly 
as a seeing man. 


Stiers' apparatus has the same scien- 


tific 'basis as the telephone and in the 
transmission of light rays, plays a part 
identical with that performed by the 
telephone in the transmission of 
sound waves.

Mrs. Eankin's paper was as follows: 
One of the most hopeful chapters 


in the record of American progress in 
civilization, is that which tells of the 
development of a more beautiful life 
for the people at large. The love of 
the beautiful probably exists in every 
human being, and, in some shape, 
strives for expression. 


To unfetter it, to give it the means 


of intelligent 
utterance—that is one 


of the great aims of civilization. In 
the movement toward this end the 
unit is found in the embellishment of 
the home and the home life. Here, 
its expression is an affair of the in- 
Dividual or of the family alone, ex- 
cept in so far as it is shared with 
friends and guests. This is a vast 
field in itself and the myriads of beau- 
tiful homes throughout the 
length 


and breadth of the land bear witness. 
But the moment we step outside our 
doors what we do begins to concern 
others and thereby wo enter more or 
less into relations with the world at 
large As a rule, every person shapes 
his home surroundings, without and 
within the house chiefly to suit him- 
self. But in. external conditions he 
usually begins to be governed by the 
motive of winning public approval.'

Almost half a century has - passed 


since the movement took organized 
form in a little -onountain town in 
western!

Stockbridge- 
was a right shabby-looking country 
town in 1853, and a -sense of its shah- 
biness prompted a refined young 
lady—Miss Mary Gross Hopkins—now 
Mrs. J. F. Goodrich— to organize a 
society to make the town a beauti- 
ful one, the-expressed purpose being 
to encourage the civic spirit by pre- 
serving the historic, associations of 
the place and in various ways awaken- 
ing a sense of pride in the community. 
That the 
most 
intensely 
practical 


side of a thing is found in .the ideal 
is exemplified in the history of this 
society. Its ideal was "civic Beauty/' 
and tb<j beauty that hard-beaded, mat- 
ter-of-fact persons are so apt to scoff 
at, asking "What is it all worth ?" 
Soon turned into hard 
dollars 
and 


cents for the whole region. Clothed 
with beanty as with., a garment, tho 
fame of the place spread abroad as a 
place well worth living in. 
Every 


dollar 
expended 
for 
beauty 
has 


brought thousands back. Close by, in 
response to this spirit the town of 
Lenox hag becofce a world-famous 
pleasure resort and the country round 
about is filled with palaces. 


The example of Stockbridge speedily 


became contagious, and made a gar- 
den of many Massachusetts town. 
This pioneer organization of its kind 


clock-tower with chimes and left in 
his will a fund of $5,000 partly for its 
maintainance and partly for keeping 
the cemetery in order. To the influ- 
ence of this society, are due a fine 
public library, a collection of historic 
relics, including the writing-table of 
Jonathan Edwards who was long a 
pastor there.
